This is a decision on the petition requesting withdrawal of the final action, filed February 09, 
2011, pursuant to 37 CFR § 1.181. 

Petitioner alleges that the examiner erred in holding the Office action mailed January 04, 2011 
final and requests withdrawal of finality of the Office action. 



A non-final Office action was mailed on April 26, 2010 rejecting claims 22-39, 41-68, and 70- 
85. Claims 1-21, 40, and 69 were withdrawn from consideration. 

Applicant filed an amendment and request for reconsideration on August 06, 2010 wherein 
claims 22, 45, 54, 81, 83, and 85 were amended. Claims 1-21, 40, 69, 80, 82, and 84 were 
cancelled. Claims 86-88 were added. 

On January 04, 201 1, the Examiner issued a Final Office action rejecting claims 22-39, 41-68, 
70-79, 81, 83, and 85-88. 

On February 09, 201 1 petition requesting withdrawal of final action was filed. 
On May 04, 201 1 , a RCE was filed and processed. 



The issue of whether or not the examiner properly made final the office action on January 04, 
201 1 became moot with applicant's filing of an RCE on May 04, 201 1. Accordingly, the RCE 
filed May 04, 201 1 has been processed.
